Disarmament. 


The -League of ‘Nations has decided at 
last to tackle the problem of general dis- 
armament. It has summoned -a conference 
which will be held at Geneva on February 
15th, when ten members of the Council wil] 
discuss the matter with representatives of 
Germany, Bulgaria, Finland, Holland; ' 
Poland,*, Rumania and ‘Jugo!STayia. 
Invitations also are being sent to Russia 
| and the United States. It may be assumed 
that all the Powers, with the possible ex- 
ception.of Russia, will accept the Council's 
invitation. Now that the Locarno’ agree- 
ment has been accepted by all the parties 
concerned, the dangers of a Eurdépean war 
on. a large scale have been virtually re- 
moved, at any rate for the next ten or 
twenty . years. . In international affairs 
prophecy beyond a score of Years is foolish. 
Every nation is spending tod much money 
on its armaments. Social and industrial 
progress. is: being retarded everywhere; 
Taxation is abnormally high ‘throughout | 
Europe. Prices have risen, and are rising 
enormously, and national security. still: is 
being measured in terms of army corps. 
The greatest achievement of Locarno was 
the fact that it gave the peoples.of Europe 
a chance to discard the military habit, 
and to turn their minds away from war- 
like activities. The pact would be point- 
less if its signatories.should continue to 
maintain huge fighting forces, thus forcing 
the smaller nations of the Continent to 
follow their example. .Now is the time for 
a move towards genuine disarmament. If 
the present opportunity ás allowed to slip 
the advocates of military power will take 
the fullest advantage of the mistake. The 
Counc] of the League, by staking its claim, 
has acted very wisely, and we hope that the 
conference at. Geneva not only will result 
in agreement among the Powers, but wil] 
inaugurate definite steps towards the 
general reduction of fighting forces. 

There are more men under arms 
in Europe to-day than there were in the 
beginning of 1914. The great German 
army has disappeared, but the uprise of 
new States has brought new armies into 
being, and Central Europe is bristling with 
the paraphernalia of war. The British 
Army. has been reduced to a standing 
ferce of 213,000 men recruited on the 
voluntary system. France, on the other 
hand, has no fewer than 421,000 men under 
arms. Her army is organised in twenty- 
one army corps, which can be duplicated in 
the event of war. She has a powerful air 
force, as well as eighteen regin ents of 
ligut tanks, with twenty-five machines in a 
regiment, and six groups of heavy tanks. 
| Her artillery, of course, is the best and 
strongest in the world. Italy's standing 
army numbers 308,000, which could be 
doubled automatically at the outbreak of 
war. | She, too, has a considerable air 
force, Which Signor Mussolini proposes in 
"the: near future to increase to the extent: 
of no fewer than 4,500 machines, Next 
on the list comes Poland with an, army of |.: 
275,000 and a war strength »of 980,000 
officers and men, while the militd 
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strength ‘as the hall-mark of . national 
greatness. Treitschke and Bernhardi have 
many followers outside Gérmiany. The 
military instinct seems to be ingrained in 
the minds -of certain people in every 
country in the world, and, unless the rising 
generation. can. be trained in a new school 
of thought, complete disarmament will 
| continue to be a dream, just:as:it was in 
the days of Alexander of Russia. The 
League of Nations’ can* do good work 
metely by giving publicity to the facts of 
‘the present situation. So far as concrete 
results are concerned, an all-round reduc- 
tion of, say,. ten per cent. is probably as 
much as may be anticipated; but the great 
essential is that. a. beginning shall be 
made. The participation of the United 
States in’ the Geneva: Conference will 
be of © ureat assistance: ‘If President 
Coolidge follows'the lead which was set by 
his. predecedsor in office he’ will’ make a 
valuable contribritién to the future peace 
of the world ; for even. Russia hardly would 
dare to fly in. the face, of a united Europe, 
reinforced, by. the mighty moral power of} 
the United States.

In the first place, economic 
circumstances have driven the peoples of 
‘the small, agricultur:! countries - to the 
hand loom and the lathe, to provide them- 
selves with simple necessaries.and to earn 
much-needed money by what labour lay to 
their hands, Production has been seconded 
by demand, In the great industrial lands 
men have grown weary of the standardised 
patterns which mark all “mass produc- 
tion,’’ and, while continuing to buy many 
necessary articles made by machines, they 
have found. delight in decorative objects, 
“fancy” garments and ornamental wares 
made by hand and bearing the craitsmay’ s 
loving finish. "What are called “ peasants’ 
shops ” haye sprung up in the large cities, 
where ladies’ ‘dteéses, beautiful with the 
exotic patterns of Russia and the Balkans, 
pottery fashioned. and painted in Bohemia, 
woodwork fresh _ {rom the. chisel, make 
connoisseurs .of the whole public gifted. 
with good taste, “The agricultural States 
wisely abstain from competing with their 
mighty neighbours in large factory enter- 
prises, hut othey.find:a market which the 
factories ‘never can’ cómmand—a. market 
which lays demands. on traditional taste 
and skill and offérs good rewards to the 
industrious jolk of; the ,countryside. In 
Italy, where’a\ revival of peasant: industries 
was initiated by some eminent ladies more 
than thirty years ago, só much success has 
been enjoyed in the past few years that 
cargoes of needlework, lace and. home- 
knitting are ‘shipped to-day to America, 
and it is said that dItalian’girls' can earn 
as much in a day by working in little 
groups with. the needle. as in a week of 
domestic service or office work. Italy, it 
is true, has the,richest tradition of art oí 
any European land save Grééce; where 
the tradition has been interrupted. “It is | 
not the national] familiarity with beauty, 
however, which gives Italian handicrafts 
their pre-eminence, but the *love .of work, 
the zeal íor improvement,‘ which are part 
of the Italian « character. - The Italian 
peasantry are as familiar. with “ loom, 
distaff and spindle as: the, folk of 
the home-spinning ‘generation in  Ire- 
land; but they ‘are eager to learn new 
patterns and new methods.’ .Too often 
our Jrish ‘homespuns have lost good 
markets through the sluggish indifference 
of the producers to the need for ceaseless 
striving after perfection. The revival of 
knitting throughout Western Ireland, 
occasioned by the fashionable demand of 
the moment for ‘“jumpers”’ and “ pull- 
overs,’ owes. its success to the combina- 
tion of tradi.\ynal skill with business-like 
and enterprising direction.

In winter the 
Glengariff sometimes 
reaches 83° Fahr., and seldom falls so low 
as to make overcoats necessary. Azaleas 
and ‘rhododendrons sta--1 abroad through- 
out the winter months, and here and there 
are seen czmellias, dates, pomegranates 
and magnolias. Skibbereen, the most 
southerly town in Ireland, is on almost 
exactly the same latitude as London. Thus 
our island, as a whole, lies in higher 
latitudes than England.

We regret to announce the death of Lady 
Ardilaun, which occurred rather suddenly 
Men morning at her residence, 42 St. 

phen's Green, Dublin. Lady Ardilaun, 

ms seventy-five years of age, was in 
thou till a few days ago. She was at 
srutha College recently for the “ Lady 
Ardilaun ' Lectures delivered there by Dr. 
Grant Robertson, and a fortnight ago she 
a sale of work in Clontarf Pariah. 
Lady Ardilaun was the widow of the first 
Baron Ardilaun, who died in 1915. There was 
no heir to the peerage. She was the Hon, 
Olivia Charlotte White, a daughter of the 
third Earl of Bantry and sister of the fourth 
Earl, at whose death in 1891 the Bantry title 
became extinct.. Mr. Arthur Guinness, whom 
she martied in 1871, was the elder son of Sir 
Benjamin Lee Guinness, the other son being 
the present Lord Iveagh. A few years. after 
their marriage. Mr. Guinness, who had 
already been a member of Parliament for 
Dublin, succeeded. to the baronetcy, and in 
1880 was created a baron. Lord Ardilaun, 
who inherited the greater part of his father’s 
wealth, was for many years a prominent figure 
in’ public life in London. and Ireland, and 
Lady Ardilaun supported him with dignity 
and. distinction, being well fitted to act as the 
‘mistress oí great. houses and, as a woman of 
personal taste and culture, to recéive men and 
women eminent in art and letters. During 
Lord Ardilaun’s lifetime she was hostess to 
many notable guests at St. Anne's, Clontarf; 
at the beautiful shooting estate at Ashford, 
Cong, Co, Galway. and at the splendid London 
residence in Cariton House Gardens. | The 
present King, then Prince of Wales, stayed 
with Lord’ and Lady Ardilaun at Cong for a 
week in ] 
On ,the death of Lord Ardilann in, 1915 
Lady Ardilaun retained the beautiful residence 
at St, Anne's, Clontarf, and continued to 
oceupy it. A few years ago she took 42 St. 
Stephen's Green, which she used as a 
residence in winter time, delighting to receive 
there. people who appreciated her patronage 
of att: and letters. [t was remarked lately 
that “she had fevived - the

Lady Ardilaun ‘retained a ‘strong sy mpathy 
with brish traditions of culture. Sae.was ber: 
self by birth member of one of the old Trish 
families, and since the death of the last Ear! 
of Bantry was mistrees of the family estatés at 
Macroom. ‘My, father.” she wrote quite 
lately to the chairman of a local committee, 
formed to take charge of the Macroom Castle 
—— as a town park, “was the direct’ 
escendant of Cormac McCarthy. Laidir. ' 
The ' eastle from the time of Cormac 
cCarthy, born in 1411, has. always . re- 
mained in the possession . ‘of families, allied 
by blood, except during periods of confi-cd- 
tion, after which it always came back to its 
original owners.” The castle was destroyed 
by: Republicans, who had taken. possession of 
it during the civil strife in 1922, During 
their occupation they had held. as prisone

Lady Ardilaun retained a Jove for French 
studies, and when she wished ‘to associate 
her name with Alexandra College, Dublin, 
she did so by founding the annua! ‘lectures 
on ‘ subjects connected with French history. 
Another interest of hers found expression in 
her care that the little church which Lord 
Ardilaun built at the Raheny end of the St. 
Ann's estate should be a work of beauty. 
Ait Saints’s Church, which served for some 
years as a chapel of ease, ‘is now the parish 
church of Raheny, and yesterday the Rector, 
Canon T, W. E. Drury, at Morning and Even- 
ing Services, communicated the news of Lady 
Ardilaun’s death, and made appropriate re- 
ference to her interest in the parish. 

‘Lady Ardilaun upheld the old idea of the 
responsibility whith rests on people in posi- 
tions of wealth and influence to remember 
the poor; and many humble folk on he 
Ardilaun estates and-in their neighbourhood 
wili learn of her death with sorrow. In 
later years she gave a good deal of personal 
attention . to various charitab le wérks and 
religious activities,

Food on the dining car ran low, and meals 
were made of chickens purchased in nearby 
villages. There was no sleeping accommoda- 
tion, the men lying on the floor while the 
women took 'turns 'in using the compart- 
ments. 

While the train was under the direct fire 
of Li Ching-Lin’s artillery the engine dashed 
ahead to reconnoitre and see if the road was 
clear between Yangtsun and Tientsin. The 
Chinese engineer became frightened and 
ducked when a bullet came through the cab, 
and Captain Cope, of the United States Army, 
had to take the throttle. The firing was too 
severe, and the engine was forced to return. 

The firing followed the engine on its return 
to the coaches, and several bullets - went 
through the window of the coach occupied by 
Japanese guards and passengers. .No more 
attempts were made to go on, but the train 
remained awaiting the issue of the battle 
between General Feng Yuh Siang's forces 
and the defenders of Tientsin. 

Late yesterday it was learned that owing 
to several “bridges ahead having been de- 
stroyed it would be’ impossible to proceed. 

SHRAPNEL FIRE COMING NEAR. 

Mr. Tiffany Blake, a well-knéwn American 
journalist, who, with his wife, was among 
the es on the train, cables:—We 
left Peking on Thursday at 8 a.m. without 
event, and reached’ Yangtsun, 18 miles this 
side of Tientsin, where the bridge over. the 
canal had been partly destroyed by General 
Li Ching Lin's’ retreating tréops..

also: mail coaches. On the top of the bag- 
gage ‘car ‘an ‘ingenious wifeless aerial had 
been erected, enabling us “to communicate 
with Tientsin. . |

train was moved slowly backwards, as did 
also two armoured cars and a train carrying 
Feng Yuh Siang’s troops, which were foliow- 
ing us behind. The fact that the troop trains

BIG INCREASES PROPOSED. 


The Farmers’ Union in Fermánagh and the 
‘Fermanagh County Council have at last got a 
definite answer to their agitation ‘for an 
increased tax upon heavy motor lorries. The 
County Council sent a deputation io Belfast 
upon this subject to interview the Minister 
for Home -Affairs; and when a farmers’ depu- 
tation came before the County Council in 
Enniskillen on Saturday, ' bon ers 

Mr. James Cooper, M:P., told the farmers 
that the Council had done everything in its 
power to get. an increased tax because of the 
way in which the roads were being destroyed. 
He had just before him the proposed scale of 
increases to make people who use the roads 
for commercial purposes pay their proper share 
of the taxation. He hoped that the increase 
would be law before the end of the week. _ 

The scale was that a vehicle not exceeding 
10 ewt. would have its tax raised from £10 
to £12; exceeding 10 cwt., but not exceeding 
one ton, from £16 to £20; exceeding one ton, 
but not exceeding: two tons, from £21 to £50; 
exceeding two tons, but not exceeding three 
tons, from £25 to £45; exceeding three tons, 
but not exceeding four tons, £28 to £60, and 
exceeding four tons, but not exceeding five 
tons, £36 to £80; and all motor vehicles five 
tons and over must pay a tax of £100 per 
annum. So now the farmer would see that 
owners of heavy lorries which tear up the 
roads will be made to pay very dearly, and he 
thought that the proposed tax would have the 
effect of putting many of the heavy lorries off 
the roads.

IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—As 1 have reason to believe that 

members of our Government are open to 
receive suggestions of a heipiul nature from 
members ot the public, might 1 ask you to be 
kind enough to grant me space to make a 


suggestion which i hrmiy Leileve would, il 
adopted, not only result in wiping out the 
boundary altogetuer, but also resuir In Mak; 
ing Iresand the richest and most contented 
country in Europe? 

Before 1 unto.d my plan I must first of all 
express My surprise that none of the mem- 
bers of the Wail appeared to appreciate 
what a wonderful bargain our Government 
made when they succeeded in getting rid 
finuily of Clause V. Last week we were 
sharers, up to our full capacity to pay, of a 
liability ot some 7,000 millions. Few of 
can realise what that sum, which would take 
hundreds of life-times even to count, really 
means. But it certainly meant a hrst cail 
én all our future prosperity, and left us with 
hardly any credit or borrowing power. 

Now, commencing life with a national debt 
of under 20 millions, Ireland is left, if she 
uses her position, one of the richest countries 
in Europe. If we owed one hundred millions 
it would still be nothing if we organised our 
potential wealth, which, of course, requires 
money, or credit, to enable us to do. 

Ireland has just passed through a decade 
of terrible years. Wars, foreign and civil, 
have killed or maimed many of her best, and 
lately an unmerciful collecting of taxes’ from 
those able and unable to pay, added t 
cost of living, is seriously threatening t 
the country a desert. And your reme 
all this? Simply declare a decade of 
building, and borrow all the money 
necessary to do the following. Get 
as cheaply as you can, but get it, whether it 
takes 50 or 80 millions, and regárd it as 
capital th be spent as the Boers spent the 30 
millions which the British gave them when 
they signed peace. 

And what would you do with this capital! 

(1) Get on with the Shannon scheme, and 
pay a living wage to your workers. A coun 
try that has no coal needs cheap heat, light 
and power to enable it to live. This or other 
electric schemes should have been completed 
twenty years*ago at least. 

(2) Make your main roads as good as the 
best English and Continental roads. 

(3) Spend all that is recessary on arterial 
and surface drainage. 

(4) Re-afforest many parts of Ireland. (3) 
and (4)—-When their effects have had time to 
tell, will not only result in many thousands 
of acres of first han land being added to our 
wealth, but will also result m raising the 
temperature of Ireland and lowering its rain- 
fall. 

(5) Many thousands of our population are 
living in houses unfit for human occupation, 
Condemn them all, and rebuild them out of 
capital. This will save thousands of children’s 
lives every, year; at present they are dying 
in thousands, and those that live are growing 
up into C. ó men and women, See the houses 
and you will all agree, and wonder that any 
survive in them. 

(6) Electrify all our railways and allow the 
companies to sell their out-of-date steam 
engines to out-of-date countries. This will 
restore our railways to the dividend-paying 
stage and enable them to carry on without 
reducing wages to a rate on which no man 
can live and bring up his family. . 

(7) Give ‘* travelling Scholarships ” to 
farmers’ sons and daughters in every county 
iw Ireland.
